Secretary Perk ins Points 
To Gains For Labor In 
Past Fiv e Years 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5—(AP) 
—Labor’s leaders, acclaiming the 
achiev ements of the

year, 
called on the rank and file today 
to fight for further adv ancement 
of the work ing man’s economic 
welfare in the next 12 months. 
William Green, American Fed­ 
eration of Labor president, in a 
statement observ ing the 56th an­

holiday,

sweep aside all “disruption” and 
swing its strength to fie cause of 
unionism and “higher standards 
of liv ing for all.” 
John L. Lewis, chairman, said 
in a holiday 
meesage 
that 
the' 
Committee for Industrial Organ-, 
ization would work “for a fairer i 
share in the national income by 
both farmers and industrial work ­ 
ers.” 
Secretary Perk ins at the same 
time recalled these gains for la­ 
bor in the last fiv e years: Passage 
of the wage-hour, labor relations 
and social security acts; increases 
in week ly facte-y payrolls and in 
non-agricultural employment. 
Little Hope For Peace. 
Green called for unity among 
labor, but his statement as was 
Lewis’ — was punctuated 
with 
caustic phrases which gav e little 
reason to hope for an early end to 
the three-year war between the 
A. F. L. and the C. I. O. 
The federation 
president said 
the A. F. L. “exercised 
greater 
prestige and influence in both the 
political and economic field than 
ev er before” and described the C. 
I. O. as “efforts of a rebel group 
to build up a dual labor organ­ 
ization.” 
Lewis said the C. I. O. resulted 
from “the complacency and in­ 
ertia of those who had so long as­ 
sumed

sisted that labor unions mu^t be

rpO M PRATT was a bundle o f nervo us energy , 
with a spo ntaneo us cheerfulness and en­ 


thusiasm which was co ntagio us and which per­ 
mitted him to enjo y an exceptio nally wide citcle 
o f friends. In the y ears when Linco ln’s city go v­ 
ernment embraced the o ld co uncil sy stem, Mr. 
Pratt wa* an impo rtant co g in city affairs. He 


served first as a member o f the city co uncil and 
then as city clerk. He was a staunch republican, 
to him and his asso ciates go es reco gnitio n fo r de­ 
velo ping an o rganizatio n that co ntinued y ears after 
city go vernment was placed o n a no npartisan 


basis. Mr. Pratt was a man o f ability and visio n 
and co ntributed his genero us po rtio n to the ad­ 
vancement o f the co mmunity . He had been go ne 
fro m Linco ln fo r nearly twenty y ears but re­ 
tained his interest in Uie co mmunity , and the news 
o f his death was received with regret.

mechanic’sfc licenses and dro ve away m the car, 
having the o wner bro ke and o n fo o t. 
Outrages o f this character are o ccurring in dif­ 
ferent parts o f the co untry almo st daily , y et mo ­ 
to rists co ntinue to pick up strangers at the risk 
c.f their o wn lives and pro perty . Fo r hitch hikers 
have ruthle.ssly slain tho se who have befriended 
them, such tragedies having o ccurred no t o nly in 
Nebra.ska and Kansas, but in many o ther states. 
It at times seems extremely unkind to turn 
do wn a thumber, but lesso ns must be learned 
fro m the experiences o f o thers as well as o ur o wn. 
The inno cent perso n treading the highway suffers 
fo r the transgressio ns o f the guilty . 


So mething Old—So mething New—

The Omaha Wo rld-Herald did no t like the plat- 
fo i-m ado pted by either po litical party in Nebras­ 
ka. 
"Nebra.'ikans had a right to expect fo rthright 
dtclaratio n.s co ncerning the things that are press­ 
ing do wn again.sl the natural gro wth o f this state 
and a livelier pro sperity fo r it...N o thing was said 
abo ut discriminato ry freight rates, a matter o f 
extreme impo rtance to Nebraska. Until this state 
get* a square deal in freight rates its agriculture, 
iU business, its industry , will co ntinue to be un­ 
fairly handicapped. No thing was said abo ut a tar­ 
iff po licy 
which keeps the Nebraska farmer 
clamped in a vise, fo rced to sell at the bo tto m 
while he is co mpelled to buy at the to p. Hwe is 
an o ppo rtunity fo r bo ld statement, but the plat­ 
fo rm makers skated skillfully aro und such issues 
in favo r o f the traditio nal empty generalities,” 
Freight rates, a m atter o f genuine co ncern in 
their discriminatio ns, also are a m atter that falls 
under the jurisdictio n o f the Interstate Co mmerce 
co mmissitin. Whether ccmgress itself co uld reas- 
sume the autho rity o n rales which y ears ago it 
delegated to the Interstate Co mmerce co mmissio n 
is a do ubtful questio n. But fo r bo ld statement, 
which m eant no thing and exactly no thing, fo r a 
fi-ee and easy afterno o n, o ne o f leisure and co m­ 
fo rt, the platfo nn makers sho uld have deluded 
the public into believing that a plank o n railway 
rates invo lving intei'state co mmerce o ffered them 
ho pe. 
Fo r bo ld statement co nsider the tariff. There’s 
an o ^vpo rtunit) fo r new and o riginal develo pment 
After all o f the millio ns o f wo rds that have been 
spilled abo ut the tariff, 4he platfo rms co uld have 
been given vitality , it is suggested, by reiterating 
what has been said a do zen times. 
As to the po entio n the farmer finds himself in, 
tile demo cratic platfo rm said exactly what The 
Herald said it sho uld say . It said: “Industry fixes 
its o wn prices o n levels designed to y ield a pro fit, 
the prices o f co mmo dities which the farmer must 
buy . and in turn it fixes the prices o f the co m­ 
mo dities w’hich the farmer sells. This same re­ 
actio nary gro up wo uld den> to the farmer the 
'benefits’ he received under Uie Ro o sevelt pro gram 
while claiming fo r 
itself the indirect subsidy 
(thro ugh the tariff) that it has co me to lo o k upo n 
as its American heritage.” 
Right 
W 'ith in the Wo rld-Herald family there 
o ught to be so me co nversatio ns. 


'■ ABOR DAY has an added significance in these 
,_ j 
times, due entirely to the increailing impo r­ 
tance o f friendly relatio ns between capital and 
labo r. Witho ut attem pting to fix respo nsibility , if 
it co uld be do ne, the practical result o f misunder­ 
standings within the last 
was to co ntribute 
to and to aggravate a depressio n, which came at a 
time when the natio n seemed to be making sig­ 
nificant pro gress. 
Pro bably there was wro ng o n bo th sides. There 
usually is in co ntro versies o pen to so much feel­ 
ing. The impo rtant thing to reco gnize in the strug­ 
gle between 'capital and labo r is that there is no 
pro fit fo r either side, o r fo r the inno cent public, 
which pay s the heaviest price o f all. Capital, it 
will be granted, can stand the lo ss far better than 
labo r, which depends upo n its weekly wages fo r a 
liveliho o d. But when capital sto ps o peratio n, o r 
sto ps pro ducing, capital suffers. And when labo c 
go es o n a strike tho se embraced within the ranks 
either exhaust their savings, deplete them, o r rely 
upo n o ther so urces fo r an existence. 
The repo rt which has just been filed in Wash­ 
ingto n setting fo rth the po sitio n o f labo r in the 
British Isles o ught to be given careful study by 
all the peo ple o f this co untry . There have been 
labo r disturbances in Britain—o ccasio nal strikes— 
but the British labo rer and the British capitalist 
have- been amazingly successful in reco nciling their 
differences. Two im po rtant facts stand o ut in co n­ 
nectio n with that repo rt: (1) The British labo r 
unio ns do no t attem pt rigidly to enfo rce the prin­ 
ciple o f the clo sed sho p; (2) the British capitalist 
witho ut exceptio n do es no t o ppo se the principle 
o f co llective bargaining but o n the co ntrary ac­ 
cepts it witho ut questio ning and endo rses it. 
Capital has made o ne serio us mistake in this 
co untry , and it is respo nsible in a very large 
measure fo r the misunderstandings between capi­ 
tal and labo r. It has fingered its no se at co llective 
bargaining. In mo re familiar terms it is said that 
it will run its o wn business, and while it is willing 
to deal with men as individuals, it will no t deSI 
with them co llectively o r as a gro up. Dealing with 
them as individuals, it has them by the thro at and 
at its mercy whenever it wants to be to ugh. 
Pro bably that is respo nsible fo r the insistence 
o n the'part o f labo r fo r the clo sed sho p. If that be 
true, and the histo ry o f these struggles between 
capital and labo r wo uld give stro n/^ fo undatio n fo r 
the statement, co mmo n acceptance o n the part o f 
capital o f the principle o f co llective bargaining 
wo uld go a lo ng way to wards clearing the skies 
o f labo r tro uble. The labo r unio ns are no t alway s 
light In the metho ds they ado pt. Their demands 
tiequently are unreaso nable bo th as to ho urs and 
as to wages. Unfo rtunately there is no eco no mic 
magic that can be drawn o n to meet pay ro lls o r 
to maintain pro ductio n o n a pro fitable basis. It 
gets do wn to the simple business o f turning o ut 
eno ugh o f a given co mmo dity , and o f selling a 
sufficient vo lume to pro duce a pro fit, and to sup­ 
po rt wage levels which co nfo rm to American 
standards o f living. 
The urgency o f the labo r pro blem in the United 
States will reflect itself in the next co ngress, and 
it is pro bable that o f all the issues co nsidered, la­ 
bo r legislatio n will o ccupy mo re attentio n, mo re 
tho ught, than any o ther subject. It is a universal 
wish in America that labo r be well rewarded. Lo w 
wage scales never made any co untry pro spero us 
but o nly grim and impo verished. Lo w wage scales 
never co ntributed to natio nal pro gress in any co un­ 
try . The greatest eras o f advancement in the Unit­ 
ed States came in tho se perio ds when labo r was 
well paid and fully emplo y ed. That is the go al 
which sho uld be shared alike by capital and labo r 
and by the public.

Yo ur skin is a wo nderful o rgan, 
and very much o f y o ur feeling o f 
well-being depends o n keeping it 
in co nditio n. 
Be go o d to it.

a degree

and summer, 
and that this is do ne entirely by 
the auto m atic actio n o f the skin, 
it m ust aro use admiratio n fo r the 
o rderliness o f 
nature. 
In 
co ld 
w eather the capillaries o f the skin 
co ntract, keeping the warm blo o d 
deep in the internal o rgains. In 


warm weather they expand, and 
besides, the 
sweat 
glands po ur 
o ut 
perspiratio n, 
which 
dries, 
causing the skin to be co o led by 
evapo ratio n. It is o ften said that 
the mo re a perso n sweats, the 
mo re healthy hb is. 
There is no 
rule abo ut this. 
Certainly a dry 
skin is unhealthy , but excessive

Quicker than lightning, adept at feigning sleep, j 
tne black panther, Mr. Ager fo und, was the hard- | 
est jungle animal to keep in a cage that zo o mas­ 
ters deal with, no t o nly difficult to keep in a ca ^g e 
but a co nstant menace to the caretaker.

In the same class is the go rilla, a mighty beast, i 
the strength o f which Mr. Buck said never had | 
fully been described. There are two go rillas in 
the S t Lo uis zo o— (me o ld and w)e y o ung—and 
recentlv’ the o lder specimen in a sulk retired to 
a co mpartment in his cage fro m which the care­ 
taker so ught to dislo dge him. A 3 by 8 scantling 
was fo rced in between the heavy bars, where it 
became Uxlged, and the strength o f all the zo o 
fo rce o f wo rkers was no t eno ugh to extricate it.
